M* with is to give fome account of the people of thefe 
+ new ftates, but I am far from being qualified for the 
purpofe, having as yet feen litthe more than the cities of 
» New-York and Philadelphia. 1 Nave difcovered but fey 
national fingularities among them. Their cuftoms ané 
maoners arte nearly the fame with thofe of England, which 
they have loug been ufedto copy. Ihave obferved, how. 
ever, one cultom, which, for aught I know; is peculiar to, 
this country. 

When a young couple are,about toenter into the ma. 
trimonial flate,  never-failing article in the marriage-treaty’ 
is, that the lady fhall have and enjoy the free and unmo- 
Iefted exercife of the rights of wHiTZ WASHING, with all 
its ccremonials, privileges, and appurtenances, A young 
woman would forego the molt advantageous conne€tion, 
and even difappoint the warmeft with of her heart, ratherg 
than refign the invaluable right. You will wonder whut 
this privilege of white-wathing is; 1 will endeavor to give 
you fome account of the ceremony, as I have feen it per- 
formed, 

There is no feafon of the year in which the lady may 
not claim her privilege, if the pleafes ; but the later end 
of May is gencrally fixed for the purpofe. The attentive 
hufband may judge by certain progaoftics when the ftorm 
iswigh at hand.

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Thefe fmeatings and fcratchings, wafhings and dathings, it totally differs. But as, on the one hand, he is not reftraia- 


jeing duly performed, the next ceremonial is ty cleanfe 
gud replace the diltra€ted furuiture. You may have feen 
a houfe-rarfing or a fhip-launch, whea all the hands within 
yeach are colleéted together : Recolleét, if you can, the 
burry, buftie, confulion, and noife of fych a [cene, and you 
will bave fome idea of this cleaning match. The misfor- 
wae is, that the fole object is to make things clean; it } 
matters not how many ufeful, ornamental, ar valuable ar- 
ticles are mutilated, or fuffer death under the operation: 
A mahogany chair and carved frame undergo the fame dif 
cipliae ; they are to be made ci ean at all events; but 
their prefervation is not woithy of attentiou: Far inftance, 
a fine large engraving is laid flat upon the floor ; {mailer 
prints are piled upon it, aud the [uperiacumbent weight 
cracks the glafles of the lower ties ; but this is of no conte. 
quence. A valuable picture is placed leaning againft the 
fharp corner of atable; others are made to Ilcan agaialt, 
abai, uotil the preffure of the whole forces the corner of 
the table through the canvals of the fir. The frame and 
giafs of a fine print ase io be cleaned; the {pirit and oi} 
pled on this occafion are fuffered to leak throwgh and fpeil 
the engraving ; no matter ; uf the glals is clean, and the 
frame fhine, it is fuficien: ; the reft is not worthy of-con- 
fideration.
